SEASONS AND THE CBOFS 

Tub deficient rainfall in the early part of the season and the heavy fall at 
and after harvest 'were not favourable for the autumn or bhadoi crops. For the 
■winter lice also, which is the principal crop in Bengal, the season was not 
altogether favourable, as although general and abundant rain foil in September 
and October the defect at tho beginning of the season and, except in Orissa and 
in North Bcngid in the total fall, reduced both the area and the outturn. For 
the rabi crops, howevor, the season was on the whole favourable, both tlie area 
under cultivation and tho estimated outturn being larger than in 1902-1903. 

Taking tho rates which ruled at typical centres such as Dacca, Calcutta, 
Patna and Pabna, tho averse retail prices of food-grains woro lower than in 
tho two previous years as indicated below:—

With the exception of the relatively small quantities consumed in the city, 
the statistics of the trade in which Calcutta participates and of tho small 
portion of the trade of Bengal with other provinces which represents mcrchan* 
carried to or from Chittagong and the Orissa ports, indicate the destination 
and origin of the sea-borne imports and exports of Bengal, and thus supplement 
the ret^ns of the sea-borne trade which have been fully reviewed in the Keport 
on the Maiitime Trade of Bengal for the year 1903-19U4 by the Collector of 
Customs) Calcutta. For the most part therefore the exports from Calcutta

consist of merchandise imported by sea, but in the case of kerosene oil which 
is one of the principal imports oj sea the distribution inland appears as 
exports from Bengal, and not from Calcutta, for Budge-Budge where the oil .is 
stored though within the port of Calcutta is suYoral miles beyond the limits 
of the town.

The principal articles which make up tlio imports into Calcutta from 
Bengal are, in the order of relative importance—^raw jute, coal, rice, opium, 
linseed, tea, hides and skins, grain and pulse, silk (raw and manufactured), 
gunny-bags and cloth, and indigo; those which form the chief items of export 
from Calcutta to Bengal are cotton piece-goods (mostly European), salt, metals 
and iTianufactures of metals, cotton twist and yarn (European and Indian), 
sugar, .railway plant and rolling-stock, and oils (chiefly rape and mustsud, and 
cocoahut). 

From the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh tho imports into Calcutta , 
are principally oilseeds, opium, wheat, cotton raw, ghi, gram and pulse, liides 
and skins, and wool manufactures; and tho exports to those Provinces from 
Calcutta are mainly cotton piece-goods (mostly European), metals, sugar, and 
gunny‘bags and (doth. 

Assara sends to Calcutta principally tea, oilseeds and stone and lime, and 
receives from it cotton piece-goods (European), metals and manufactures of 
metals, saP, grain and pulse, oils (mostly rape and mustanl) and sugar. Pre¬ 
vious to 11^03-04 traffic over the Dibru-Sadiya Railway escaped registration. 
Practically the only article of import despatched from stations on this line is tea, 
of which 187,492 maunds, valued at Rs. 55,G6,169, were received in 1903-1904. 
'I'he exports- to stations on the same line of sevei'al miscellaneous ai’ticlos 
amounted to 38,341 maunds, value Rs. 2,94,862.

The principal ardcles in the trade between Bengal and Calcutta have tieeu 
mentioned. 
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The imports from the United Provinces consist principally, in the order of 
importance, of sugar, oilseeds, opium, gram and pulse, wheat, and cotton goods 
(mostly Indian), and the exports to those Provinces are chiefly coal, lice, 
kerosene oil, gunny-bags and cloth, sugar, railway pluTit and rolling-stock, 
tobacco, lac, metals and manufactures of metals, and spices. 

The imports from Assam into Bengal consist chiefly of tea, coal, timber, 
hides and skins, and rice; and the principal exports to Assam are rice, spices, 
kerosene oil, and sugar. 

In the exports to the Central Provinces the principal articles are raw silk, 
sugar, coal, kerosene oil, and rice; and the imports consist of railway plant and 
rolling-stock, and cotton inaiiufacturos (chiefly twist and j’^arn). 

PRINCIPAL ARTICLES OP TRADE 

The artich'S of the first inijnirtance in the trade carried by rail and river 
are cotton goods end grain and pulse. 

Cotton f/oodfi, —Calcutta is the largest supplier, and the dosputchos from it 
chiefly of European yarn and piece-goods increased in value from 1,452^ lakhs 
of rupees in 1902-1903 to 1,070 lakhs in 1903-1904, of which 1,089 lakhs went 
to the Bengal districts. "J^he United Provinces arc the next largest recipient, 
and the despat(;hcs to those provinces increased by nearly 20 lakhs in value ovot 
the figures of the preceding year. The despatches to the Panjab increased by 
nearly 0^ lakhs. Of the total weight of cotton goods exported from Calcutta 
about one-fifth rcaclic?d its destiTiation by livor. The net increase in weight 
was only 4,391 maunds, but the vrlue ros<i by over 223 lakhs of j*upees in 
consequence of an advance in the price of these goods.

The effect of g<juil harvests is apparent in the smaller moveineiita of grain 
inland and to the same cause are duo tho larger imports into Calcutta from 
Bengal and other provinces for shipment by sea. 1‘lie export trade in rice 
advanced very slightly, but owing to the combinati<»n of largo supplies and a 
strong foreign demand the wheat trade was veu'y active', and the arrivals from 
the Urr.ted Provinces, whence the supplies are chiefly drawn, iiicreusc'd by more 
than live million maunds. Calcutta rei'.eivcd about six and a quarter million 
maunds of gram and pulse from tho Bengal districts and the United l^rovinces 
the groatcir part of which was consumed locally. 

The articles wliich may be cited as next in ordtJr of irapoi-tance are 
—coal and coke, jute (raw and manufactured), oilseeds, tea, aud cotton. 

Coal and Coke. —"I'his trade represents uhnr)st entirely tho distribution of 
the output of the mines in Bengal, and tho exports, which fell from nearly 
93 million maunds in 1901-1902 to83inillionmaiindsiul902-1903 ro.se in 
1903-1904 to 1)8^ million maunds; the chief fluctuations were an increase of 
16^^ million maunds in the despatches to Calcutta, 4 inillion maunds to the 
United Provinces, two-third million to tho C^Vntral Provinces, and a decrease of 
5 million maunds to the Pan jab. 

Jute^ raw. —Excepting a small quantity despatched to the United Provinces, 
practically the whole recorded trade passers from Bengal to CaUmtta. trade 
which rcHched 28^ millitm maunds in 1901-1902 Ldl to 20^ million maunds 
in 1902-1903, and to 1\j^ million uiauiids in 1993-1901. 

Jute, ffiinnt/'baffft aud alfflk, —The trade deals with the distribution of the 
manufactures of the several mills in Bt'iigal. Ijurgo quantities are sent to 
Calcutta, the United Provinces, and the Panjab. The exports in 1903-1904, 
which amounted to 1,014,222 maunds, were nearly on a level with the exports 
of 1900-1901, which aggregated 1,058,141 maunds and are the highest 
recorded. The increase in the trade last year was chiefly in tho supplies sent* 
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to Galcnita, which also deipatohed lorg^y to the United Provinces, the Fanjab, 
and the Central Provinces where there was a demand for bilging purposes 
owipg to the expansion in the trade of those provinces in fi^'graini and 
oilseeds. 

Oilseeds ,—trade consists mainly of imports into Calcutta from Bengal 
and the United Provinces, principally of linseed and rapeseod, and the quantity 
imported which fell from 11^ million maunds in 1901-1902 to 10 million in 
1902-1903 rose to 12^ million maunds in 1903-1904. The improvement occurred 
mainly in the importatiou of linseed from Bengal and ihe United Provinces to 
meet the demand for export. The imports of rapo and mustard seed decreased 
by a quarter million maunds, as the Bengal crop was doheient. Owing to a 
temporary overstocking df the markets of tho world, the piico of linsood fell 
to a lower level than it has touched in the last thirty years and the prices of all 
other oilseeds were similarly much reduced. 

Tea .—Until recently the trade consisted almost entirely of imports into 
Calcutta from Assam and Bengal, and amounted in 1903-1904 to 2,082,143 
maunds, throe-fourths of which wore from Assam. 'I'he imports from Assam 
for shipment from Chittkgong were nearly 335,000 maunds. 

Cottony raw ,—The joint imports of Calcutta and Bengal in 1903-1904 were 
about a million maunds compared with 1,072,000 maunds in 1902-1903. Calcutta 
took about two-thirds of tho imports and more than half was exported by sea. 
The quantity imported from tho United Provinces into Calcutta and Bengal 
decreased by 161,000 maunds, but those Provinces were still the chief source 
of supply, followed by Bcrar, the Ponjab, Bengal and Assam. The year was 
noticeable for a very nigh range of prices. 

The remaining articles of importance are metals and manufactures of 
metals, oils, hides and skins, and indigo. Tho fluctuations in each case are 
not worth separate notice; it will be ohservod that tho trade in indigo 
which fell from 80,500 maunds in 1900-1901 to 35,326 maunds in 1002-1903 
rose in 1903-1904 to 53,460 maunds, for the crop of 1903 in Bengal was 
much superior to the preceding year’s crop, although the area under cultivation 
continued to diminish.

Tho largest part of the produce imported into Calcutta by rail and river 
comes from tho Western block ^chiefly coal and coke, and grain and pulse), 
Bastoi-n Bengal block (chiefly groan and pulse, jute and timbe^, Chota Nag|^ 
(chiefly coal and coke\ and Bihar (chiefly oilseeds and grain and pulse). The 
kortherii and Dacca blocks also send largo quantities of jute and some grain 
and pulse. 

The imports into tlie Eastern block are principally coal and coke from the 
Western districts and Chota Nagpur; jute from tho Northern and Dacca blocks; 
paddy from the Northern and Calcutta blocks; and salt and railway plant and 
rolliug stock from Calcutta. 
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The Bihar block receives chiefly coal and coko from Chota Nagpur and the 
Western block; salt, piece-goods, iron and stoel, and railway plant ahd rolling 
stock from Calcutta; kerosene oil from Budge-Budge. 

The Western block receives principally coal and timber from Chota 
Nagpur; stone and lime, grain and oilseeds from Bihar; gprain and pulse, salt, 
sugar, wTought-iron and steel, and piece-goods from Calcutta, and grain and 
pulse from Orissa. 

The exports from the Western block consist chiefly of coal and grain and 
pulse sent to Calcutta and coal to the Eastern block. Chota Nagpur exports 
mwcipally coal to Calcutta and tho Westom, Eastern and Bihar blocks. 
Bihar sends oil-seeds, and grain and pulse chiefly to Calcutta. Tho articles most 
largely exported from Calcutta arc salt, grain and pulse, sugar, railway mate¬ 
rials, piece-goods, wrought-iron and steel, oil-cake, and gunny-bags and cloth; 
from tho Eustom block grain and pulso, jute, timber, kerosene oil, railway 
matcrialB and fodder; from the Northern block jute, grain and pulse, and tea ; 
and from the Dacca block jute.
